A BILL 


For an Act for the suppression of the 
circulation of the Bible and other ob- 
scene profane literature; the 

preaching from Its falsehoods; the or- 
ganization of churches, nunneries and 
Sabbath-schools founded on thé same, 
or in anyway dependent thereon, and 
to prohibit the issuance of ordination 
papers, and revoke all those now 
ssued to ministers of the forpel who 
are preaching from sald Bible. 


SECTION 1.— Bo it enacted by the peo- 
ple of tho State of [linols, represented 
in the General Assembly, That any per- 
son who sball, within this State, for hire 
or reward, or for any promise or agree’ 
ment therefor, or without any contract 
or expectation of reward, engage in the 
business of buying, selling or for at- 
tempting to buy or sell, receive or circu- 
late, or in any way ald or assist in the buy- 
ing, selling receiving or circulating the 
book called the Bible, or any other book 
containing obscene or profane language, 
or statements not provable by practical 
demonstration to some of the senses of 
mao, or cause to be printed for sale or 
distribution such book, récommending 
the same as the word of God, shall be
